Claims of Politicians Will Be Ignored 


In Future—If Legislators From Al- 
dermen to 
Congressmen, Want 


to Travel They Must Pay Their 
Fare. 


The railway pass system, which bore 


so prominent a part in the recent politi- 
cal campaign in this state, seems likely 
to become a dead issue in the future, 
.tixecutive cfiicers of western lines will 
moot in St. Louis next Tuesday to de- 
cide as to whom passes shall be issued 
to during the coming year. An effort 
will be made to restrict the issuance of 
annual passes to leading officials of rail- 
ways. j.i is safe to predict that the 
owners ot iue largest mercantile estab- 
lishments, packing-houses, coal mines,- 
and iron and steel works and others who 
have a great deal of freight to ship, will 
continue to get the little pieces of paste- 
board which make the average, holder 
feel and act as if he owned the railroad 
and paid for it with his loose change. 


Must Pay Fiire 


It is not BO certain that the aldermen', 


members of the legislature, congress- 
men and other holders of political posi- 
tions will continue to get annual passes.! 
A vice president of one of the western 
railroads, discussing the 
subject of 


passes for politicians, says: 


"The railroads are practically com- 


pelled to give passes to certain holders 
of public offices, but I think it a mistake 
to give them annual passes. Gratitude 
has been defined as ."a lively sense of 
favors to come,' and it seems to apply 
particularly to politicians. Give them 
annual passes and they feel certain of 
tree transportation for a year; that they 
have obtained all they will want from the 
railroad, and need not give any 
further 


consideration to its interests. If they 
have to go to a railroad every time they 
want a favor their gratitude will be kept 
alive. Another fact is that the man who 
is in the habit of getting an annual pass 
is apt to consider it as his due, not as a 
favor that is extended to him." 


All Will Agree. 


'•The day is coming when annual 


passes will be issued only to railway of- 
ficials,"' SLiid one of them yesterday, 
"but how far off that day'is no one can 
tell. A majority of the western roads 
are today in favor of so restricting 
passes; 
the change must be univer 


sal when it is made. The railroads in 
one section of the country cannot afford 
to attempt it alone. 
The granting of 


half-rates to clergymen is another mis- 
take which will be rectified some day. 
There is no common-sense reason why 
ministers should not pay 
full fare as 


well as doctors, teachers, merchants and 
laboring men. If we want to be char-, 
itable or philanthropic we should give 
lower rates to the clergyman's coachman 
ihan to the man who is able to hire 
him."

Madison, Wis., Nov. 26.—Assistant 


Secretary of State Gilbert Vandercook 


as issued a statement to the effect that 


many who were candidates at the jrecent 
election, or at the conventions which 
preeeeded them, are in danger of violat- 
ing the election law. The statute re- 
quires that every one who was a candi- 
date either in the election, or a candidate 
for a party nomination at the conven- 
tions, must file a statement of his ex- 
penses with the secretary of state, 


Tne law is sweeping, and covers all 


candidates 
for 
county 
offices 


filing their statements with their county 
clerks, and all candidates for the legis- 
lature, whose districts are wholly within 
a county, doing the same. 


Statements must be filed with the 


secretary of state by candidates for 
state offices, members of congress and 
all candidates for the legislature whose 
districts cross county lines. The penal- 
ty for failure to file these statements 
within thirty days after election is not 
more than $500, nor less than $100.

WORK OF NAVY. 


Secretary Long Una Submitted Hla 


nual Report. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Secretary of 


-the, Navy Long has submitted his an- 
nual report to the president. In it he 
describes the organization of the var- 
ious squadrons and fleets that did such 
effective service in the war with Spain. 
AB early as Jan. 11 the work of getting 
ready for war was begun, and when, 
on Feb. 15, he received a cablegram 
from Capt. Sigsbee that the battleship 
Maine had been blown up in Havana 
h'arbor the navy was ready 'to strike. 
In reference to the Maine disaster the 
secretary says: 


"On Feb. 15, at 9:40 p. m., this noble 


battleship was blown up in Havana 
harbor, and 266 lives were lost. After 
an exhaustive 
examination 
of 
the 


wreck, and.after taking;the testimony 
of witnesses and of experts, a board of 
'inquiry reported on the 21st of March 
that the Maine had been destroyed by 
the explosion 'of a submarine mine, but 
that it was unable to fix. the responsi- 
bility upon any person or persons. It 
was evident that the cause of the dis- 
aster must have been from the out- 
side." 


Continuing, th,e secretary describes 


the mobilization of the fleets at Hong 
Kong, Key West and Hampton, and the 
long.trip of the Oregon. The notable 
victories of the squadrons under Ad- 
mirals Dewey and Sampson are 
re- 


viewed in detail, but nothing is added 
to the.facts already known. 


The report says: "The navy should 


be increased, the development of its 
various branches should 
be . homo- 


geneous, and the increase 
in 
ships 


should be accompanied by a gradual in- 
crease in officers and men, and in naval 
stations, coaling'stations, repair plants, 
etc.

is recommended by the naval board on 
construction:.

armor and armament, 13,600,000 each. 


Three armored cruisers of about 12,-

armor and armament, $2,150,000 each. 


Six cruisers of about 2,500 tons. Es- 


timated cost, exclusive of armament, 
$1,141,800 each.
